CAPTURED 

In sight of two men lost Thursday after- 
noon on the tracks of tho railroad west of 
Hainesvtlle, Albert Steak and Otto Hcr» 
man, two men who had been working at 
tho Armour ice house for the past week, 
held up and robbed John Halvorsen of $1 
in cash, a knife, a razor, a pocket book and 
otber articles. 

Oan hundred' and eightv men walked out 
of the Armour lee house for higher wages 
and Slenk and Hermen were of this num- 
ber. Tboy left Round Luke and walked 
towards Hainesville when they saw IJul- 
voisen and robbed him. Halvorsen made 
no rottstinco and permitted himself to be 
seized, thrown down and searched. 

Afterwards he ran into Haiuetvitlo nnd 
gave tho alarm. Hninesvillo at once tele- 
phoned Marshal Fritsch at GraytiUke, but 
be was at the Armour ice bouse, so Justice 
FriUch B*ore in as a deputy U. J. Whoa- 
lock.who went in search of th* robbers, 

Outside of Gray slake he camo upon them 
walking into town, Ho passed thorn and 
then doubled back following them imo 
town wbem he covered them with bis re- 
volver andthey surrendered.'

Fort Is Rapidly Getting Good 
and All the Vices. of Sol- '>. 
dlery will Soon be Thing 
of the Past 

i 

That the United State* army is coming 
more and mora to stand for genu! no educa- 
tion rather than for idleness and !n?dnc*a 
is evidenced by the steps which wilt bf 
taken 'in a few days 'by officers at Fort 
Sheridan to have tho enlisted men of that 
post to learn foreign languages. Spanish 
will be the chief tongue {aught, it wu« an- 
nounced, because Ibis country has more 
foreign posBessions where that langaujjo is 
spoken tbun any other. 
■ The war depn rime nt for some timo'ftaa 
been issuing textbooks ■ on! the Spanish 
langnogo nnd has made a strong effort' to 
Induce the soldier* to study them, but up' 
to tho present timo little progress has been 
made. But now CupL Lucien G. Berry, 
who ia himself a splendid scholar in this 
tongue. Is pushing' tho organi;ulir>n of 
classes ia Fort Sheridan, and, It Is under- 
stood, will have tho enlisted men purchase 
the best and most modern authorities on 
that language. This officer/ with the m.- 
ilitnucoof bis lieutenants,: E. W. THles, 
E. L. Lewis and C. M. Seamun, will have 
direct charge of the school. 

Not long since tho artillerymen at Fort 
Sheridan were required to. attend wbat is 
known as a non-com mi Kiioued otEceiV, 
school, in which the regulations, drills,' 
man no! s,' *post'ordcrsjxanu : -'miHUry ; I^/«iv , 
were taught., A school for geunera wilUw 
began shortly. .The infantry staHoned at 
the post bos also been put through a fctitm- 
uous Ufa of leurmng this winter, and their 
so-called ordeals in educJlioa will bo con- 
tinued tills .«ummer, The^a .progresaive 
educational features in the army will create 
a stronger rivalry among the enlUled men 
to try for commissions. The oideers al-*o 
believe that tbe^o things will have a not- 
able tency toward cleaning up tho deraornt- 
i'ted conditions at Fort Sheridan. Soldiers 
will have to put tn more time at their 
studies than at gambling and other vicen. 

Officers declare that ona of tho principal 
reasons for having tho enlisted men study 
Spanish ab this time is tho outlook for 
mHouB trouble in this country's foreign 
possessions, to which a largo haaiber of 
troops may be seat shortly.

$5,000 Por Boy* Life. 

I«gal notice has been eerved on Joseph 
A. Pitts, the Main street mereb an tin Ke- 
nosha, that a suit for {5,000 will JbV insti- 
tuted against him by tho relatives of John 
Schmitx, IIib boy who was burned to death 
in tho Pitts store at the time of the big lire 
lat summer. The patient in the suit havo 
not, as yet been Bled in the circuit court. 
' Young SchiuKz, who wm about bixteen 
year* of ago, was employed in tha.Pitb' 
store in Uio capacity of a salesman and 
delivery boy aud on the morning of the 
lire ho bad 'gone to tho Iwement of the 
store . to measure out some oils. A short 
lime later, an explosion occurred in the 
basement, which resulted in the' store be- 
ing gutted by lire. Tho remains of Iho 
boy, ; charred almost beyond recognition, 
were found near the spot where ho h;d 
been working. Tho boy must have- been 
instantly killed in the esplodou. 

Mr. Pitta claimed that no blame should 
rest upon him for the death of tho boy us 
it wai. alleged that the boys employed in 
the r.tore had been repeatedly, warned 
nguimt going into tho collar with' matches 
and it was thought that the iniup 'which 
had been used for cellar woik .'was left at 
the head of tho btulrf . The coroner S jury, 
which investigated thn c<ud, failed to bring 
nny verdict of censure 1 against the mer- 
chant. Mr. Pitts arranged for tho pay- 
ment of all expensos connected with the 
burial of the unfortunate boy, and it h 
understood t hat bo made an offer, to pay 
(he parents of tho boy a eum of money as 
damages. Efforts will bo made to settle 
tho caBb out of court, but should it go to 
trial it will undoubtedly prove an interest- 
ing coao. " ^ ' ,

For some time the men have teemed to 
be di(,.-iitisGed. Tlio reason baa been tho 
most uuusujI known in m,iuy years and the 
men hove been laying about the ice homes 
for weeks with nothing to do. However, 
(he ice comp^uie. havo kept the boarding 
boufes open uud I ho men haw been fed 
and housed ia order to keep them in read- 
inc^s to cut tho ica when it came. The 
wages that are being paid thin year are the 
same a last ye jv, but it is claimed that 
the leaders of (ho ice cutterj, discovering 
(hat there U dnngerof a shortage in ice if 
it is not cut at tho present time, have de- 
cided to go out on a strike. One hundred 
aud eighty men su uck at the Armour ico 
houreut Round Lake ou Friday, and. the 
gospel of .'strike la being carried to other 
lakes jh, rapidly ns po^siblo. 

Tho Armour company rehi. cd lo grant 
the demands of the men aud they immedi- 
ately lolt'tholake. The men woro replaced 
by uion Doin Chicago, but it wuh impoj- 
eiblo to taeenro men to I. ke the \\\&e>*i of idt 
tho men who left. Thus far nontiike b»w 
been reported at niiy of tho Kenosha couuty 
lakes; i.

Makes Weak Denial and Claims 

There Is Insanity In Famlly- 

Arrest Caused Sensation 

at County Seat 

Insanity is tho plea of Rev. J. H. Wade, 
pastor of tho jTTaukegsn Congregational 
Church in extenuation of an effort- to end 
his life by throwing himself in front of a 
train la»t Thursday morning. The attempt 
at suicido followed bis arrest on Wednes- 
day by the po&tat authorities on charges of 
sending improper matter through the 
mails. Leading members of the church 
believe the pastor U not responsible for his 
actions. 

The postoflicc authorities are looking up 
the part, record of Wade and may bo able 
to furnish additional proof against him 
equally as strong as the pastor's letters In 
the potmssion of Andrew Keho, the Bloom- 
ington Lid, whose arrest led to the charges 
against the minister. It has been learned 
that Wade was in almost constant cor- 
respondence with scores of boys and in one 
instance tho father of a St. Louis boy 
thinatenod prosecuLion because of the con- 
tents of a note written to hie ton by (he 
pastor. 

Wade wna on his way to Chicago, being 
under bond* of Si ,000 . to appear before 
Urn led Stale" Commissioner Foote, when 
imparenlly ho determined to end his life, 
instead of boindiag a train that bad just 
arrived, he hurried southward along the 
tracks to (he ne-t crossing, nnd as the 
l^aip.was-getlinjf oudac-full speed again 
"he turned and Hp;arojt in front of it. He 
w.ii thrown twenty feet iulo a ditch. Sev- 
eral spectator* identified him uud be was 
taken to the Me All u tec Ho, pita 1 and at- 
tended by Dr. E, F. Gavin. His injuries 
consisted mainly of several severe scalp 
wounds and flight internal Injuries, and 
recovery is expected. 

Wade declared that he did. not know bo 
got in front of the train. At Hin' be claim- 
ed to have no recollection of anything that 
had transpired after ho loll the house of C. 
A . Part itlge. .To others be said that he 
bad mifced the Imiu and : tailed nlong the 
tracks for Chicago to appear in court. 

Aflei* retui-uiug frem Chicago following 
bis releu'-aoD b^il ou Wednesday night be 
nppeiired at (be revival meeting in Wau- 
kegan cud it: u,cd friend., thit the charges 
a^idntt him were unfounded. 

W;ulo In about 45 years old. Ho served 
us u pastor at Amboy and Oneida, in Illi- 
nois aud Sci\\!i,', Mo., and for a timo lived 
in St. Louts. According to dispatches 
from the latter city he worked as a waiter 
in a wolIU's folv reCiar.int and afterward 
became part owner in a newspaper there. 
During Ibis lime ho seemed to take n groat 
interest \n newsboys nnd bad a number 
about him at all lim or". He resigned bis 
charge at Amboy. L is claimed, uncle. - 
pre; <uio. but no open charges were ever 
made agaiust him there, ^f a report in 
Woukcgau that Wade had been dismissed 
)Voi» ihe Wesleui Theologici) Seminary in 
Chicago utter ja iuvet-llgation into his 
.part career, SotrelaryjWHJitioi C, DeWilt 
oa id (hat after mi L";;arui nation Wade wa*> 
"found to be lackLigJu the proper quaii- 
lit.ilic.is" und wa>. not admitted.

Wolfe, former teacher 
of geology- lu Ilrlgliaui Young College 
at Logan, Utah, niiil npOatatd of tho 
Mormon church. The hen ring wns the 
llrst of this session of the Stnoot ease, 
which was drugged nlong through tho 
two previous sessions. It* is probable 
hearings In the ease will be bold Inter- 
mittently throughout the present ses- 
sion. The investigation of Prof. Wolfe 
occupied the bearing. John G. Carlisle 
of Now York conducted the prosecu- 
tion, and A. S. Wurtlilngtnu ot Wnsb- 
Ingtou appeared for Senator Stnoot.

This strong hit of corroborative tes- 
timony added keen zest to the nlready 
whetted appetite of the canal Investi- 
gators for light upon the peculiar rela- 
tionship of Mr, Cromwell to this ca- 
nal enterprise, nnd Mr. Wallrtco was 
not backward In giving It to Ihern. 

Mr. Wallace attributes his clash with 
Sccortary Taft to tho mnchlnatlous of 
Mr. Cromwell.

Ho .declared that 
tho only bnsia for this attack was a 
difference of opinion between them "as 
to my right to decide for myself when 
I thought the welfare of the enterprise 
and my own welfare Justified me in 
resigning my position." 



TREATY HAS' A JOKER. 

Make* 97,000,000 Worth it >• Do- 
minjfo Scrip Ottoil, 

Tho attention of Secretary Boot and 
of metnwra of the Sena to commit tea on 
foreign relations bus been called to ft 
"joker" in the Son to Domingo treaty and, 
according to n Washington correspond- 
ent, it Is causing them worry. 

The "joker" is lu nrtlclo 1, which 
reads: "The United States untlertnJtos to 
secure au arrangement of nil obligations 
of the Domini can government, foreign as 
well ns domestic; the arrangement for 
pnyment and the conditions ot amortiza- 
tion; tho consideration ot conflicting 
and unreasonable claims nnd the decis- 
ion ns to the validity and amount of all 
pending claims already 'liquidated and 
accepted or which mny bo established." 

It was tho orlglnnl Intention of the 
President that the money collected from 
the Dominican customs should bo used In 
settlement of the foreign claims oaly, 
Under the heading of domestic clahns 
will come between $8,000,00d nnd $»,- 
000,000 of scrip of "La Dauda Deforldn," 
the deferred debt, This scrip for forty, 
years has been ot practically no value 
— not worth flvo cents on the dollnr be- 
cause of the doubt whether It ever would 
be redeemed. 

Now, the officials ot the Dominican 
government have bought all this scrip 
they could reach, paying all tho way 
from 1! to ^0 cents on the dollar. Em I Ho 
Joitbcrt, the minister from Santo Do* 
mingo, himself Iins admitted thnt ho 
would not now sell tho scrip he holds for 
75 cents on the dollnr, ns ho believes It 
will be paid In full, lie says it will bo 
worth pnr tho minute the treaty Is rati- 
fied by the Senate of the United Slates. 

This "deferred debt" Is the outgrowth 
of the Dominican revolutions ot tho last 
forty yenrs, which, except tho lost ono 
bended by Morales, all have been success- 
ful. Whenever n revolutionary chief 
while operating in the field requisitioned 
eat tie or services a voucher was given. 
After tho revolution was won this vouch- 
er would be exchnnged nt tho capital for 
scrip of "La Deudo Deforldn," duly regis- 
tered In tho treasury books. Tho obliga- 
tions of both sides nlwaya wero recog- 
nized because no successful faction was 
over sure it would not bo among tho 
"outB" tlic next day. 

Scrip also has been used by tho govern- 
ment in tho pnyment of the salaries ot 
oflichilH and many Influential men of the 
republic now have considerable sums of 
this paper. Revolutionary chiefs have 
used it liberally to reward friends for 
"services." 
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ARMY SNOB SCORED.

Tho President himself 
mode it known In o letter to Secretary 
Taft commenting on the court martial 
of Lieut. Hoy I. Taylor, who was reduc- 
ed twelve tiles recently for ordering an 
enlisted man in his command to change 
his sent in a tbeater because lie was seat- 
ed In front of the lieutenant's party. 

The President in his letter said In 
part: 

"In my judgment Lieut. Tnylor com- 
mitted one of the most serious fnults 
which nny officer can commit. I am glad 
that he wns reduced twelve files. It is 
n pleasure to record the fact that his 
offense wns altogether exceptional In tlio 
body to which he belongs. 

"There Is no body of men In this coun- 
try of similar size which merits so well 
of tbe country ns the hotly of officers and 
enlisted men in tho army and navy of 
the United States. Xot only should the 
country as a whole jealously guard tho 
interests of these men ond rcgnrd their 
honor ns helug Identified to a peculiar de- 
gree and in a peculiar sense with his 
own, but the members of the body should 
themselves feel tho same jealous eager- 
ness to uphold the honor and standing 
of nil connected with It. Above all this 
should ho the object of the officers as re- 
gards the enlisted innn. 

"To strive to discriminate ngninst him 
In any way is literally nn infamy; for It 
is in reality one of the most serious of- 
fenses which can be committed against 
tho stability nud grentness of our notion. 
If a hotel keeper or tho owner of a the- 
ater or any other public resort attempts 
such discrimination, everything possible 
should bo dono by nil good citizens to 
make the man attempting It feel tho full 
weight of a Just popular resentment, and 
if possible legal proceedings should bo 
taken against him."

AWFUL MURDER RECORD* 




Wltli Exception at llnlliwiM, Am*rl- 
cnuw Aro Mn»t Homicidal Nation, 

According to tho unofficial statistics 
gathered in 1005, ns In previous years, 
by tho. Chicago Tribune, there were 0,212 
homicides committed in the United States 
during the twelvemonth Just ended. This 
country remains on tho bad eminence 
It has long occupied In tho history of 
crime; Indeed, we have increased our 
load, for tho number of homicides was 
greater by 840 In 1005 than it was In 
tho previous year. The record consti- 
tutes a shocking Indictment, 

With the- single exception of tho Ital- 
ians, tho American people are tho most 
homicidal nation In tho civilized world. 
In fact, wo are running nock and nock 
with Italy with respect to tlio ratio of 
violent crimes resulting In death. , In tho 
latter country tho homicides number 105 
per million of Inhabitants per yoar; in 
this country last year the ratio was 115 
per million, 

A comparison with tho criminal statis- 
tics of other leading nations will servo 
to cmphaslzo the Indictment and ranke it 
positively terrifying. Thus tho nnnual 
average ratio ot homicides to papulation 
Is 1.1 per million to Cermnn, 10 per mill- 
ion In Franco nud 27 per million In tho 
United Kingdom,

STATE COMMISSION 18 READY 
TO BEOIN WORK. 



President Jnnies and Joseph II, Ful- 
kersoa Imhou Open I.cIht to Peo- 
ple of illliiiiin on Purposes nnd 
Policies of New Ilotird. 



President Edmund J, James of tlio 
University of HIIuoIk, who Ih chair- 
man of the new Statu Highway Com- 
mission, l'ma issued nn open letter to 
Uic people, of Illinois on tlio function 
and purposes of the commission. Tho 
iiHslstiiuee in road improvement which 
the board, consisting of Dr, James 
and Joseph It. Pulkerspn, with A. N, 
Johnson as Statu highway engineer, 
can give to any locality Is explained. 

In part tho letter says: 

"Over 1)7 per cent of tho nctunl high- 
way in I bra gi: of the Statu Is earth 
road, which, for aught we can aeo, will 
be for generations to come tho prevail- 
ing typo of roadway. It will be our 
effort, therefore, to uinke such a study 
of the construction, care nnd Improve- 
ment of these roadB 03 will yield re- 
sults for the benefit of every portion. 
of the Stute, keeping In mind thu fnet 
that the Improvement of these roads 
benefits Immediately all classes of the 
community and every part of the Ktate 
allko. 

"In some portions of the Slate tho 
local authorities nre constructing grav- 
el and nmcndmn roods. We shall try 
to offer to these sections of the State 
such assistance In the way of atlvlco 
na wo may bo able, -by drawing up 
standard specifications, testing ■' the 
quality of road building mnterlnl and 
finding deposits of material which mny 
be of use in such road construction. In 
the last mentioned task wo Imvo been 
promised the nld of th* state geolog- 
ical survey. We shall thus hope to 
make some valuable contributions to 
tills style of road building wherever 
local authorities desire and local con- 
ditions Justify It. 

To Have ICniclniM-'rliiir Force, 

"Wo hope further to be of assistance 
to nil departments of the State alike 
In furnishing on request udvlcc ami 
specifications «s to bridges, culverts 
and other forms of structure necessary 
to highway maintenance. We shall aim 
to develop nn engineering force of 
such clinructer nnd training ns to put 
nt the disposal of the iwurest rond dis- 
trict lu tho State the best possible ex- 
pert udrlce ns to all mutters falling 
within Its jurisdiction, so tlmt upon 
questions of grade, drainage, culvert 
nnd bridge construction tho rond mas- 
ters of any district or the highway 
commissioners of any township or the 
authorities ot any county may obtain, 
upon request, tho best advice wo can 
f Ornish. 

"The law mnkes It our duty to col- 
lect uud publish full statistics relating 
to the highways of the State, and makes 
It tho duty of local officials to give us 
the necessary Information upon blanks 
furnished them for this purpose. We 
make nn urgent appeal, therefore, to 
all road oiiiciiils to assist us in the 
performance of this portion of our 
duty. 

As tn Convict l.ahnr* 

"The law of the State relating to 
tho employment of convict labor In our 
State penitentiaries makes it the" duty 
of the boards of munngement of these 
Institutions to furnish to tho highway 
commission Buch quantities of broken 
stone us It may call for— this stone to 
be of a size nnd quality suitable for 
use hi highway construction. The 
State Highway Commission Is author- 
ized by law to distribute this stone 
among those rond districts of the State 
asking for It free of nil ehnrge to -these 
districts so far ns the railways of the 
State are willing to enrry such stone 
lu return for. similar stone to be used 
by thorn. The quantity of such stone 
available Is, of course, limited, nnd it 
will be distributed lu accordance with 
general regulations Intended to Insure 
fairness In distribution among those 
communities asking for It" 




Protecting Plant*. 

Often there are plants In the garden 
which can not well be taken op and 
placed In the cellar to winter, yet which 
aro too tender to leave without protec- 
tion of sonic kind, Tho plan described 
will gho ample protection In any sec- 
tion, tho straw being added la loca- 
tions whore the winter Is very severe, 
Tako an old splint basket, such as are 
now generally used for vegetables, and

remove the bottom. Give the plant 
whht protection Is needed at the bnso 
with soil heaped up and then set tho 
basket over It In locations where tho 
winters are Tory Bevere the plant should 
first be protected by wrapping It tn 
straw and mounding up the soil nt the 
bottom so that mice can not make a 
bed la tho straw. Tie tho straw loose- 
ly about ench plant, then set the bOBket 
over It The Illustration shows the Idea 
plainly, except tlmt the artist has left 
no opening at the top of tho plant 
which should be done that' a circula- 
tion of air pass through. The cost of 
this arrangement is so small there 
ought to bo no reason why nil plants 
needing winter protection can not bo 
given It 

Fault Ffndlnfif. 

Unfortunately n great many farmers 
and farmers' wives nro addicted to 
fault finding. Kothlng causes more un- 
happlness In a family than continual 
nagging. There Is no sense In it It 
does no good and It always makes for 
mischief. Fault finding turns more 
children away from home than any- 
thing else. Some men nre enjoyed bet- 
ter out of sight Just for this reason. 
Their room Is preferred to their com- 
pany. 

Usually fault finding Is confined to 
tho little things,— things that should be 
passed over lightly. The big things are 
taken , philosophically enough, talked 
over and ■ remedied or borne with as 
BceinB best But tho little petty things 
arc -talked over and over, each one 
thinking that the other should give in. 
The habit grows. Jt has sent many n 
woman to an early grave, wrecked 
many a man's' usefulness and scattered 
families that otherwise would hare 
lived hnpplly "in the farm home.

Compost' for Plants. 

An excellent comi>ost for pot plants 
or anything eiso can be made by skim- 
ming off slices of Bolls, adding some 
lino stable manure nnd then allowing it 
to decompose, It should bo fine ns pos- 
sible when used. Compost may bo 
made In various ways, however. Some 
collect loaf mould, sods nnd dirt add- 
ing liquid , manure, and occasionally 
fresh, solid 1 manure, working It over 
frequently, until tho whole Is fine. It 
should not contain too much manure, 
being. more serviceable In the form of 
rich dirt

The Now Jersey Experiment Station 
eummnri7.es Its record of the cost of 
producing milk from tho college herd 
as follows: "The dally cost of total 
food per cow varied from 11,00 cents 
In 1600 to 12.88 cents In 1001, The 
dally cost for fine feed vnrled from 4.99 
centa In 1800 to 7.02 cents In 1001 J tha 
cost of roughage vnrled from C.23 cents 
In 1002 to 0.O1 cents In 1800. Tho cost 
of production per quart Tnrled from 
2JM cents In 1002 to 2,40 cents In 1806, 
and the avorago annual yield per cow 
waa 0,528 pounds, Tho study of the 
records of Individual cows also showed 
that but little profit can bo derived 
from n cow that does not produce 5,000 
pounds of milk per year, particularly if 
the product Js sold at the low prlco of 
1 cent per pound; no stronger argu- 
ment Is needed In favor of the necessity 
of testing the ntihnals, and thus learn- 
ing their exact value, than Is afforded 
by theso records. Furthermore, the 
facts brought out by the records Indi- 
cate that there Is but little profit from 
a cow that docs not produce' 200 pounds 
of butter per year, and point to tha 
necessity of a enreful selection of cows 
for the butter dairy." 



Ralalnir Pork at Iioir Cost. 

It Is bo easy to feed corn and hogs 
like It so much, better than anything 
else tlmt It is little wonder that most 
pork Is. raised on corn. But os The 
Farmer Bays: 

It Js now being found that swine can 
bs pastured In good form on rape or 
clover or both, and finished on cow* 
poas or soy beans. Of course. If a cer- . 
tain amount of corn can be mnde to 
supplement the foods mentioned, the. 
swine will do much better. This meth- 
od of raising swine can be done with- 
out great labor. The growing of these 
crops has a tendency In itself to enrich 
tho land, and when they nro pastured 
off by Bwlno the Increase In fertility 
Is just so much grenter. There Is an- 
other very great advnntngo hi grow- 
ing pork In this way. Swine aro likely 
to keep In condition and they will make 
a quality of pork that Js If anything 
ahead of that grown In tho corn coun- 
try. Wo havo often wondered that this 
method of growing swine did not com.' 
mend itself to farmers earlier. That 
It did not however, 1b just In keeping 
with tho slowness with which many 
other Important crops engaged tho at- 
tention of those who ought to be most 
Interested In them.

Drop some larger 
bits In the mouth of the bottle and 
the trap la set The mouse will enter 
the bottle to get the bait and will find 
tlmt It can not climb out again, as the 
slippery glass will afford no hold for 
Its little claws. 



About tho CndlluK Sloth. 

At the Ohio station, In studies made 
by rrofessor W. J. Green and J, S. 
Houser on the codling moth, It waa 
found that 72 per cent of tho worms 
left the apples before they fell. The 
destruction of windfall apples, there- 
fore, seems to be of little avail. About 
10 per cent of the worms were caught 
under bands. Adult larvae were found 
throughout the growing season until 
Oct, 13. The evidence obtained by the 
experts Indicated two annual genera- 
tions In spraying experiments Dl per 
cent of the apples from sprayed trees 
and 57 per cent of those from unspraj- 
ed trees were free from worms. Arse- 
nate of lend proved superior to arsonlte 
ot soda, atid was not affected by mixing 
with Bordeaux mixture. This combi- 
nation Is recommended for controlling 
apple scab and codling moth.

It looks now very much a9 though the 
efforts of the President and the Secretary 
of State to arrange ft modus vivendi 
with Germany on the tamff question 
would bo abortive aiullltut Congress would 
have to face the prospect of a turriff war 
that it had brought nn itself. Tbo neces- 
ily for tariff adjustment with Germany 
baa loomed lurye for almost a year past 
but Congress paid no attention to tho situ- 
ation and tho President had announced 
more than a year ago that lie would send 
no more treaties to the Senate till he was 
nBsnired of their acceptance. Even the 
comparatively small mutter of final meat 
exports to Germany waa ignored by Con- 
gress till it ia now to late to rush them 
through, and the country is left face to 
face with a tariff war simply because of 
the indifference of tbo national legislature. 
It will be reccollccted that quite recently 
the German importers were eager to get 
largo shipments of pork, lard and suusages 
from this country before tho new duties 
went into effect on March 1. It was said 
by the packing houses that there were 
order n waiting two months ago for the 
shipment of 850,000,000 worth of bog, pro- 
ducts that could not be dispatched because 
Congress had refused to appropriate for 
enough meot examiners to do the work 
and the Department of Agriculture- could 
not allow the packing houses to pay for the 
work themselves, though the packers were 
perfectly willing to do so. Congress was 
urged at tho time to rush through nn urg- 
ent deficiency appropriation but it turned 
its shoulder and let the whole matter slide 
Now the ultimate question cornea of are- 
ltralless tariff fight with our second best 
foreign enst omar. The German tariff 
averages fifty percent higher than the old 
rated under which we have been trading, 
It is an agrarian tariff and our farmers 
will be the ones to suffer. All this is be- 
cause Congress has refused to see tbo nec- 
essity, urged on it by tbo President, of 
now treaties, or tariff revision, But por- 
lmpB a period of tariff wnr may bring it to 
a different way of thinking. IIow long 
theimpasso will last it is impossible to 
Bay, but it is just possible that tho farmers 
affected, may have semelbing to say on 
the subject in the next' election.

MAKING MONEY, TOO, 

Trappers of the N'ort Invest Included 
In Genernl Prosperity, " 

The many trappers operating In north- 
em Minnesota will reap a rich harvest 
rlurliig the present winter. This sldo 
iwcep of the general wave ot prosperity 
Hint has roiled over the land means many 
comforts, even luxuries, in the. log cabins 
of scores of sturdy settlers in the wilds 
of the northern country, who are mainly 
dependent upon tliclr traps during the 
Mid months for n livelihood. 

Tho Bottlers and professionals In tho 
country directly tributary to Duluth look 
for the most part to mink, marten nnd 
otter to mnke their trapping operations 
profitable and tho pelts of these Unto 
snlmnlH at present command a higher 
price than nt any time during the past 
IKi years, though there hns bcon'n decided 
slump in the prices paid for furs from 
the black, blue and silver fox, which 
briii;; only $r>0 each now, whero a year 
or two ago they were as high as $300 
apiece. 

Last winter $1.B0 was considered n 
good price for a mink pelt nnd it wasn't 
more than n season or two buck that 
$2,50 wns the highest paid for n single 
pelt of this kind. Now a choice raw 
mink fur will bring $tl nnd a marten 
pelt from $18 to $20, where $0 or $7 wns 
paid last winter. An otter skin Is worth 
$22 Just ns it comes from tbe trapper's 
hands, which Is away above any- prlco 
pnld for more thnn thirty years. Quite 
a few fisher arc caught through northern 
Minnesota nnd these arc worth from $3 
to $10. Ilenvar are very scarce and are 
worth from $7 to $0 each. 

The highest prices paid for furs will 
bIho prove a boon to the Minnesota In- 
dians, or such of them nt least as havo 
any business ability. A great many of 
the Indians trap during the winter, but 
the trouble with the majority of them Is 
thnt they do not know the value of their 
catch and nre likely to sell a $22 otter 
pelt for $1 or $5 and a $11 mink for 
fU or perhaps a pint of whisky. Tho 
while mnn Is well aware of this fact and 
some agents mnka it their business dur- 
ing the winter 'to do nothing hut buy 
furs froln the Indians, selling them later 
at .a handso me margin ot p rofit. 

EPIDEMIC OF SUICIDES. 



8 it eon l ii ur over New York and AH 
tlic Cities of tlie Ensr, 

A suicide wove for which there Is no 
satisfactory accounting Is sweeping over 
New York nnd tbe entire eastern por- 
tion of the country, eays the New York 
Times. Exports who day by day com- 
pile and tabulate the vital statistics of 
our cities havo ndduced this fact from 
their columns of comparative facts and 
figures ami have presented It for public 
consideration without opinion or com- 
ment, which is a way peculiar to statis- 
ticians and others of their kind who deal 
In cold,- hard nctuiilitics. 

Ami perhaps It Is just as well, for self- 
murder nt best is one of the most Illus- 
ive and generally unsatisfactory problem* 
which tbe health department of n great 
city Is called upon to face. There Is no 
adequate explanation for It in any of Its 
general aspects. Jf there Is a decrease, 
that decrease ' cannot ins accounted for, 
unless theoretically; if 'Increase there bo 
In the number of snlcldoH the health au- 
thorities are equally at sea, save,' of 
course, in times of economic distress. 

But in the accepted senso of the term 
there Is no economic distress In this city, 
In nny city of the country, nt tho present 
time. Times nro economically propitious,' 
never ' hotter, and hence 1 tho fnct that 
New York's suicide rate in the present 
month hns gone far abova tho average 
for tho months of last ycarr-22.7 per 
100,000 — nnd that other cities report 
similar conditions cannot he explained 
on the basis ot economics, of hard times.

Martha Llttlefield Phillips, who wns 
tho grnndrinughtcr of Gen. Nathaniel 
Greene's 'youngest daughter, contributes 
to tho Ceutury "Iteeolipeiioua of Wash- 
ington nnil Ills Friends," taken down 
from tho lips of her grandmother. Sua 
quotes the following account of her, grand- 
mother's first meeting with Washington; 

"The second great event o( my early 
life," sold she, "wns my llrst Interview 
with General Washington. But n faint 
suggestion now survives of the* iovo and 
reverence for Washington which Inspired 
tho children of tho Revolution. -These 
sentiments were exceptionally strong in 
my brothers and sisters and myself, be- 
en use in nihil t ion to the sentiment of pat- 
riotism -was the personal regard wo held 
for Washington as our father's intimate 
frlead and Immediate commander, 

"My mother had deeply Imbued mo 
with tho honor In store, aud had drilled 
my behavior to meet all tbo probable re- 
quirements of tho occasion, I was, for 
example, to rlne from my seat for pre- 
sentation to General Washington, and 
after tendering him my profaundast cour- 
tesy, stand at case, and modestly nn* 
swer all his possibla questions, but at the 
same tlma keep religiously In tho back- 
ground, whero nil tho good little girls of 
that day wero socially referred. 

"Tho eventful day came, nnd I was 
taken by my mother to Mount Vernon to 
make tho longed-for visit. Wo wore gra- 
ciously welcomed by Mrs. Washington ; 
but my heart was so thick with flutter- 
ing, and my tongue so tied, that I made 
but a stuttering wmblanee of response 



to her kindly question*. At length tho- 
door opened, nnd General Washington en- , 
teteil tho room.
